Helping the disabled war veteran to 
help himself Is the hobby of Mrs. Clar­ 
ence R. Edward®

The exchange takes all articles on 
consignment and when they are sold, 
the money is forwarded to the hospital 
or to the individual patient at the end 
of the month.

“One boy makes little canoes 
and paints them in pretty colors,” Mrs. 
Edwards stated. 
“In one month we 
have sold $75 worth of canoes ranging 
in price from 85 cents to $1.50. String 
belts, girdles and curtain pulls are 
very popular. A very good market has 
been developed for a veteran who 
makes hand-woven homespuns. 
Jute 
rugs for piazzas and woven rugs for 
bathrooms are also favorites. All kinds 
of hammered Jewelry and leather cov­ 
ers and cases are good sellers." 
Mrs. Edwards’ exchange has been 
authorized by the national convention 
of the American Legion auxiliary to 
sell articles made by veterans in hos­ 
pitals of Maine, New Hampshire, Ver­ 
mont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, Pennsylvania and 
the District of Columbia.

Terminal May Be Largest In World. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—The ancient 
Dearborn station damaged by 
fire 
four days before last Christmas, will 
be replaced by the largest railroad 
terminal in the world, if the seven 
roads now using the station can ob­ 
tain the support of two or more addi­ 
tional lines for plans already drawn. 
The project involves an initial ex­ 
penditure of approximately $55,000,- 
000, ten year’s work, a fifty percent 
expansion of the downtown business 
district, removal of the '‘bottle neck” 
south of the loop and eventual elim­ 
ination, through electrificaUon, 
of 
smoke and cinders. 
The plans call for a terminal de­ 
velopment 
approximately one third 
larger than that of the New 
York’ 
Central on Manhattan Island. 
President H. G. Hetzler, president 
of the Chicago and Western Indian 
railroad, owners 
of 
the Dearborn 
terminal, 
recently 
submitted 
the 
plans to the seven roads which share • 
the station, and, with their approval, 
has opened negotiations 
with 
the 
New York Central and Rock Island, 
which now use the LaSalle 
street 
station, and also 
the four 
roads 
which use the antiquated Grand Cen-1 
tral station, inviting them to Join. 
The architects plans 
call for a 
so called "head house” composed of 
three 
units, 
a monumental 
forty 
story office building flanked by two 
twenty story structures. 
The three 
would front on a wide plaze extend-1 
ing 
from 
Polk 
street. 
Dearborn 
street, which now terminates 
in 
front of the old station, would 
be 
carried south on either side of the 
central 
unit 
as a wide 
elevated i 
boulevard, the two sections uniting 
south of the beadhouse to be 
con-1 
tlnued to 16th street as a 120 foot 
boulevard. 
Bridges at 
the 
sixth 
floor level would cross these boule-1 
yards, linking the three buildings. 
All tracks would 
be submerged, 
opening the entire present 
yard 
space from Polk stret south to 16th 
street and from State street west to 
Clark 
street, for construction of 
business houses and 
hotels. 
This 
area Is slightly more than half 
as 
large as the present loop district and 
about 
one-third 
larger 
than 
the 
Grand 
Central 
terminal 
in 
New 
York. 
Chicago’s 
southern 
development 
has been hampered 
for years be­ 
cause the south branch of the Chica­ 
go river, bending back toward 
the 
lake, forms a narrow 
bottle 
neck 
Through which all north and 
south 
traffic must move. This natural han­ 
dicap has been augmented by acres 
of railroad tracks which have been 
crowded toward the lake by the 
twist of the river. As a result there 
are only four through arteries 
be­ 
tween the lake and the river. Michi­ 
gan 
avenue, 
Wabash, 
State 
and 
Clark streets. 
By carrying Dearborn street south 
through this area as a 120 foot wide 
elevated boulevard and also by cie-1 
vating a boulevard on State street, 
the terminal plans propose to 
un­ 
cork the bottle. All north and south 
and east and west streets in 
the 
terminal area would be double-deck­ 
ed, 
with 
freight streets on 
the 
ground level and the through boule­ 
vards above, following the plan 
al­ 


ready caried out on North Michigan 
avenue, and about to be installed on 
South Water street, at the river. 
The underground 
plans 
provide 
for 
twenty-eight 
stub 
tracks 
to 
handle through passenger 
service, 
with nine suburban service 
tracks 
circling around under the buildings 
in a loop. Arrangements are provided 
for direct connection of the 
subur­ 
ban tracks with the proposed State 
street subway. 
Construction of the terminal de­ 
pends upon the attitude of roads now 
using other stations, which they 
have outgrown.

Thyssen 
Workers 
Busy. 
HAM BORN, Germany, Feb. 
6.— 
Sixty-six thousand workmen employ­ 
ed in the various Thyssen plants at 
Hamborn, Muelheim, Duisburg and 
Dinslaken are working full 
time— 
three eight hour shifts a day—and 
have not been affected either by the 
railroad strike or lack of fuel. 
Locomotives 
are 
busy 
shunting 
cars into the immense railroad yard 
of the plants. They are built around 
seven pit heads and are thus provid­ 
ed each day with sufficient coal to 
supply the entire works with motive 
power. 
“The French occupation has 
not 
interfered with us,” is the 
opinion 
expressed at the 
Thyssen 
plants. 
“As a m atter of fact, it has helped 
us. We were having a lot of trouble 
with the communist element among 
our workers, but the French occupa­ 
tion and the arrest of Fritz Thyssen 
lined them up solidly behind us.” 
Many industries in the Ruhr are in 
a similar situation, mining their own 
coal writhin a few hundred yards of 
the works. 
The railroad men 
have 
remained faithful to their jobs and 
the plants are well 
stocked 
with 
railway material. 
“The French may 
be able 
to oc­ 
cupy the Ruhr militarily, 
but 
they 
will never get anything worth while 
out of it,” said one of the Thyssen 
directors. 
“Our w’orkmen are satis­ 
fied. 
We raised 
their salaries 
90 
per cent on February I, 
and 
they 
now draw' 1250 marks an hour, 
or 
10,000 marks for an eight hour day. 
“We are doing everything we can 
to provide food as cheaply as 
pos­ 
sible. 
There are now 80 carloads of 
foodstuffs from the itnerior of Ger­ 
many at the Oberhausen yards. 
The 
shipment has been delayed on 
ac­ 
count of the strike but we are bring­ 
ing it here in lorries 
to 
distribute 
among the workmen at cost. 
“Our workers have received pled­ 
ges of food from Holland and Amer­ 
ica which will be forthcoming should 
a famine occurr.” 
The management of the Thyssen 
interests assert 
that 
the 
French 
statem ent to the effect that the huge 
profits made during the war were de­ 
posited in foreign countries is erron­ 
eous. 
All available funds, it is said 
were used to buy raw material with 
a view to the emergency of the prob­ 
able occupation. 
As the 
correspondent 
motored 
through Duisburg, Huh roil, Hamborn 
Oberhausen and Muelheim, he noted 
that most of the steel plants and min­ 
ers were working but that the rail­ 
road yards were all idle except for a 
few' trains manned by the French. 
Navigation is at a complete stand­ 
still. 
The industrial magnates have not 
lost courage.
